In 1851 he en-] 
fcered Hiram College, in the State of Ohio, 
in institute founded by the followers of the] 
¡evangelist, Alexander Campbell, the father;

as Campbellites. He mastered the classics- 
and fixed sciences, and meanwhile engaged in 
manual labor to earn means for his support; 
and education. After three years at Hiram 
College, he entered Williams College, whence! 
iie was graduated in 1830 with high scholastic] 
honors. 
He returned to Hiram, was married 
to Miss Lucretia Rudolph in November, 
1858, and was at once appointed to the chair| 
of Latin in Hiram College. He added to his 
meagre income by lecturing on scientific sub 
Ijects and by filling pulpit appointments in] 
[the Christian Church. He became popular] 
with the people, and was recognized as a bold, 
.eloquent and accomplished leader in all steps;

He 
had in this, under his command, four in-] 
fantry regiments and a battalion of cavalry 
[in all 2,500 men—and was opposed by Hum-] 
phrey Marshall with 5,000 men. He was sue 
¡cessful and routed the enemy.

thereafter showed him to be possessed of 
military ability of a high order. 
It is not¡ 
¡now necessary to recount the special services 
rendered his country in 
the field, from 
the defeat of Marshall to the battles of Shiloh 
and Chickamauga. 
He rose to the rank of) 
Major-General, and soon after was elected to] 
Congress from the old district of Joshua R 
Giddings. He took his seat in Congress at 
[the openirg of the Beesion of 18G3. From 
that time the people retained him as their' 
epresentative in our national councils until 
18S0. 
In the meantime they raised him to] 
the rank of United States Senator, in place¡ 
of Allan G. Thurman, an opponent who was! 
the leading man of the opposing party in] 
Ohio, and one cf the chieftains of that party 
in the nation. Shortly after this he went as 
a delegate to the Chicago Convention of 1880, 
[and supported and placed in nomination for 
,the Presidency of the United States John

PRESIDENT. 


A t 745 last evening the news was received 
a t this office of the death of President G ar­ 
field. 
Communication by telephoce was im­ 
mediately 
opened 
w ith

accordance w ith announcements heretofore! 
made as to signals which should be given in] 
the event of the death of the President, 
which were th at all the bells of the fire do 
partm ent ehould be tolled, as also the bells] 
of the churches. 
In a few m inutes after the 
receipt of the news the fire bells began to 
toll, and soon after the great bell of tbe 
Catholic, followed by the other church bells 
throughout the city, joined. 
Before the toll-j 
iug ceased the signals of the great sorrow] 
were also repeated upon the tire alarm whistles] 
at the water works. 
Only a few strokes of, 
the bell had been given before a large crowd 
assembled in front of the R eCOBD-TJn iON 
office. 
Instinctively the people flocked t 
the office to ascertain the details of the] 
news communicated to them by the signal* 
In fifteen m inutes the passage way along! 
Third Eireet in front of this office was com 
pietelv blocked by a silent, sorrowful throng 
of citizens. 
The stores along the business 
streets began to close, and ia a brief time the] 
business aspeot of the city was changed. 
G eneral Backus communicated the news tol 
the street venders and proprietors of open 
booths, and they also closed and extinguished 
their lights. 
A t the Pavilion President Shafter com 
m unicated the end information to the psop! 
and caused the Pavilion to be closed an hour 
before the u»aul time. 
Universal sorrowful 
inquiries prevailed concerning the sad intelli 
genoe. 
I t weald be useless to attem pt to ex 
press the sense of bereavement which was 
m anifested on all sides. 
Governor Perkins, 
upon being called upon by a representative of 
the R jeoosij U s io n , stated th at he would 
issue a proclamation recommending the gen­ 
eral suspension of business, and for holding 
appropriate services upon the day which 
should be agreed upon a t the E ast for the 
funeral.

Nearly eighty years ago a poor boy, about 
eig h t years of age, began his business life 
by vending cakes in the streets of Kidder­ 
minster. 
On Thursday, June 16, 1SS1, 
th a t whilom cake-m erchant died at Erding- 
ton, near Birmingham, full of years and 
honors, a millionaire in fortune, bnt leav­ 
ing behind him w hat is more priceless than 
untold gold, the reputation of a blameless 
life, and vast educational establishments 
built timler his own personal inspection 
and endowed a t his sole cost. 
Bora on the 23d of February, 1733, in 
Mill street, Kidderminster, Josiah Mason 
was the second son of a poor carpet weaver, 
eo poor th at he could only afford to send his 
■child for a few months to a dame-school in 
the cottage next his own ; and, as we have 
said, at S years old the boy was compelled 
to face the world on his own account, sell­ 
ing cakes from door to door. 
After a time 
he ventured on a higher ffight, and having 
procured a donkey, with paniers, he pur­ 
sued tha calling of a dealer in fruits and 
vegetables, till he had reached his lóth 
year. 
Tired of street life, and largely in­ 
fluenced by a desire to tarry at home with 
a sick 
brother, 
Josiah taught himself 
shoemaking ; but, as he often said in after­ 
life, although he used the best leather and 
p u t into it his best work, he could not 
make it pay, and so gave it up. 
Mean­ 
while he had been trying hard at self­ 
improvement, being helped to a knowledge 
of tha art of writing by attendance at 
various Sunday- schools. 
From 15 to 20, he tried his hand suc­ 
cessfully at various occupations, includ­ 
ing shop-keeping, baking, carpentering, 
blacksmith’s work, house-painting, and 
finally his father’s old trade of carpet- 
weaving. 
Resolved to try a wider field for 
enterprise, h6 removed to Birmingham, 
where he fell in love with and married his 
cousin, Anne Griffith, a union prolonged 
in mutual confidence and happiness fifty- 
three years. 
Some one who knew his 
character and circumstances took him to 
Mr. Harrisou, spiit-ring manufacturer, of 
Lancaster 
street, Birmingham, 
saying, 
“ This is the very man you w ant.” 
Mr. 
Harrison, disappointed probably by many 
previous applicants, rather coldly remarked, 
“ I have had a good many young men come 
here, but they were afraid of dirtying their 
fingere.” 
Young Mason, who had been 
3tanding quietly in the background, raised 
his hands, and, looking at his extended 
fingers, said, with a quaint huinor that 
characterised him throughout life, “ Are 
you ashamed of dirtying yourselves to get 
your own living?” 
This unstudied touch 
of nature so impressed Mr. Harrison th at 
be at once closed with his visitor, to whom 
he sold hiB business twelve months later 
for £500, Mr. Mason being able to pay for 
it out oi his first year’s profits. 
The story of Josiah Mason’s business life 
thenceforward reads liko a chapter from a 
fairy tale. 
Inventing a machine for bevel­ 
ing hoop rings, he so reduced the cost and 
increased the speed of manufacturing them 
th at a clear gain of £1,000 resulted from 
its first year’s U3e. 
The first machine so 
constructed was made in 1825, and was 
until very recently still in use in the large 
works at Lancaster street. 
To the split- 
ring trade Mr. Mason quickly added that 
of making steal pens. 
James Perry, of 
M anchester and London, had been the 
firat maker of 
these, preceding by a 
short time the earliest Birmingham mak­ 
ers. 
The two latter had begun to make 
the slit in their pens by machinery, while in 
Mr. P erry’s the slit was made by means of 
a hammer. 
A t that time nine pens were 
sold upon a card for three and sixpence ; 
and one of these falling into Josiah Mason’s 
hands, he set about devising improvements, 
and the same evening made three pens, 
which he sent in a letter—for which he had 
to pay ninepence postage—to Mr. Perry. 
T hat gentleman at once saw the value of 
the improvement, hastened to Birmingham, 
and had an interview with Mr. Mason, who 
from that time onward became the sole 
maker of the pens sold under Perry’s 
name. 
The trade at first was of very 
modest proportions, the old account-books 
showing that in 1S29 and 1S30 orders 
were executed by twenty or thirty gros9 
a t a time, from which the concern grew 
until Mr. Mason became the largest pen- 
maker in the world. 
In 1S30 twelve work­ 
people were employed in Lancaster street, 
and 112 pounds of steel were thought a 
large quantity to roll for a week’s con­ 
sumption. 
In 1874, toward the closo of 
Mr. Mason’s connection with the workR, 
nearly a thousand persons were employed, 
the quantity ot steel rolled every week for 
pen-making exceeded three tons, and about 
sixty tons of pens were constantly in move­ 
ment throughout the building, in one or 
other of the many stages of manufacture. 
The significance of these figures will be 
better uuderstood when we add that there 
are probably a million and a half of pens 
to a ton.—[Cassell’s Magazine. 


F,Ariye. in t h e W est I ndies.—Strange 
ss it may seem at first sight, everybody in 
the W est Indies eats very large meals. 
The climate is so hot that you must take 
food freely to make up for losses, and the 
appetite has to be stimulated by a great 
variety of 
dishes, as well as by the 
copious use of those very insidious cap­ 
sicums, and the still more delicious little 
red and yellow bird-peppera. 
A few of 
these tem pting fruits are placed in salt­ 
cellars at every meal, and with the bright 
tropical flowers which invariably garnish 
th e table in pretty specimen vases, they 
¿¡jive a general air of pleasant esthetic re­ 
finement to 
the 
whole 
arrangements. 
Breakfast is a really solid and substantial 
repast, usually put off till half-past 10 or 
11 o’clock, the pangs of pressing hunger 
being stilled before the etrly morniDg can­ 
ter by a cup of coffee in the bedroom. 
W ith it sometimes comes a cassava-cake, 
one of the best Jamaica institutions, made 
by the negro villagers from the roughly* 
sc rape i meal of the arrowroot plant. This 
■meal is rolled into a thin paste, and then 
baked hard and dry into round cakes, 
about the thickness of a Scotch oat­ 
meal bannock, but much more delicate in 
taste. —[Belgravia.

FOE WOMEN. 


IASLY FALL FASHIONS—HINTS OF NEW 
STYLES. 


Crinoline and the Hoop—Velvet and Plushes 
— Trimmings and Flowers— 
Some Eoyal Costumes. 


It is safe to say that there will be no 
startling changes in fashions this fall. 
Crinoline fightg stubbornly for existence, 
and will probably be worn to some extent, 
though not universally. The small hoop 
ib decidedly the favorite, and it is often 
only by the swing of the dress that one 
can detect its presence. Parisians wear 
tournures of crinoline rather than hoop- 
skirts. Models lor dresses sent from Paris 
are narrow as ever as to the foundation, 
the boulfant appearance at the back being 
given by the arrangement of the drapery. 
Shirring promises to hold its own, and will 
appear for fall and winter on the soft silks 
of the period, after the same fashion now 
used for mulls. A favorite style has half 
the skirt and more than half the bodice 
closely gathered. A very usual mode of 
making the skirt is with two deep flounces 
cut on the straight, and quite half a yard 
deep, headed by gatherings, Bay from six 
to eight. 
The bodice meet3 the top 
flounce, so as to appear to be cut en Prin- 
CMse, but from the waist to join there is a 
succession of close-set gatherings. 
The 
bodice has a gathered circular piece at the 
throat, reaching to the shoulders. This is 
adapted only for slight figures. 
JIEKVILLEL'X STRIPES 
W ill be much used for trimming. A pretty 
mode of using these is to put an edging of 
the stripe down the front of the bodice 
and tunic, while the skirt has a kilting 
either of the stripe alone or of the plain 
and striped material alternately, the latter 
falling between each fold and showing with 
every movement of the wearer. Pretty 
little drawn capes of the dress material 
are very fashionable abroad, and will prob­ 
ably be the first wrap worn here in the 
coming autumn. 
Velvet plushes will divide favor for com­ 
bination with handsome fabrics of all sorts, 
brocades, satins of various kinds, cloths 
and soft, fine woolens. Tiger plush is again 
to the fore, and a new plush is shown in 
alternate stripes of thick plush and woven 
fringe above fringe of pendant tassels. 
Ombre satins are again seen, and a novelty 
in ti ese show stripes with tiny sprays of 
flowers in contrasting shades. Some of 
the Oriental and Egyptian patterns are 
very original, and a quaint idea is that of 
dull, green leaves on a sapphire ground, 
with large beetles, just touched with red, 
scattered liberally over the surface. Among 
the oddities may be classed Japanese pict­ 
ures, birds’ nests and a border with pea­ 
cocks introduced. Less outre and fully as 
effective is a beautifully finished design of 
pansies in feuilles mortes tints on a dark 
ground, ot in shaded grays for half-mourn­ 
ing. 
CONDOR BROWNS, 
Dull reds, dark greens and a great deal cf 
dead old gold appear among new shades. 
The latest blue is porcelain, the identical 
shade of old China, and yet another nov­ 
elty in blue shows a tint more gray than 
blue, unless when contrasted with a pos­ 
itive gray or with black, when the blue 
tint stands out unmistakably clear and 
distinct. Cloth dresses are to be the thing 
for street wear. Early in the season they 
will be trimmed with velvet or plush, and 
later on with bands of fur, with muff and 
hat to match the fur trimming. Dark 
green, dark blue and browns of all shades, 
from wood color to seal, will figure in these 
suits, together with the pretty cheviot pat­ 
terns which have had such a “ run” of 
late. Trimmings bid fair to be as gorgeous 
as ever. The iridescent fringes and gimps 
are wonderful in their brilliancy, and but­ 
tons and neckties are seen to match every 
tint. Large squares of net for drapery 
are richly embroidered with fine cut jet, 
jet and steel, iridescent pearl, the last be­ 
ing most effective by gaslight. Flowers 
are made up in a Eolid surface, say half a 
yard deep, and are laid transversely across 
the front of the dress, epaulettes of flowers 
being a decided novelty. Birds are worn 
as well a3 flowers, and a wealthy bride ap­ 
peared recently at a French chateau in a 
cream brocaded velvet, with a tablier of 
opal and pearlB ; the trimmings, plaitingg, 
flounces, etc., lined with pale pink ; a mass 
of delicate humming-birds having appa­ 
rently flown upon the entire front. The 
fas'iion of wearing 
NATURAL FLOWERS 
Is spreading rather than decreasing, and at 
weddings especially living flowers are pre­ 
ferred to artificial ones. Thus at a late 
notable wedding in high life, described by 
the Paris correspondent of the London 
Queen, the bride wore a very transparent 
muslin dress over satin, with a tablier 
formed of narrow muslin flounces mixed 
with tulle, which had the softest effect pos­ 
sible. 
The train, trimmed with tulle 
ruches, was looped up at the sides with 
bouquets of natural orange blossoms. The 
large tulle veil was fastened with a simple 
cordon of living oraBge blossoms placed at 
the back of the head, and below the thick 
tulle ruche round the throat there was a 
necklet of real orange blossoms. 
The 
bride’s sister was the first bridesmaid, and 
wore white Indian muslin over blue, the 
short skirt looped up with bouquets of 
natural rosebuds tied with blue ribbon ; a 
Louis XV. shepherdess hat in rice straw, 
trimmed with a wreath of pale loses and 
floss of pale ribbon. 
The bridegroom’s 
mo: her—the Baroness de la Plesse—wore 
lilac-satin Merveilleux, painted with pan­ 
sies of all shades ; the immense train was 
bordered with a fringe of pansies. The 
bonnet, made with a wide Spanish lace 
mantille, was arranged over 
BOUQUETS OF PANSIES. 
The bride’s mother was in a Pompadour 
toilette of broche satin, with garnet stripes 
and small bouquets on a white ground ; the 
bonnet entirely of flowers to match those 
in the dress ; a large Pampadour fan, like­ 
wise of the same silk. Viscountess de 
Beaumont wore iron-gray Surah, with 
cuirass bodice, worked all over with steel 
beads ; the tablier fringed with steel, and 
between every row of fringe a garland of 
poppies of all shades, bnt without leaves ; 
princasse bonnet trimmed with steel and 
poppies, shading from pale to very dark 
red ; gray parasol lined with red, and the 
cover painted in water-colors with a bou­ 
quet of poppies. 
Jackets different from the skirt—casa- 
quins, as the French call them—are to be 
a great feature of the season. Brocade 
velvet and plush will be the favorite ma­ 
terials for such jackets, but woolen 
damasses, figured satins, and all that class 
of goods will be used. Sometimes the 
skirt will be trimmed to match, but this is 
not obligatory. Pleated jackets of flanrel 
or cashmere serge will also be much worn, 
and these will make it easy to utilize any 
old skirt fer indoor wear. Garnet, stone 
gray, dark blue and reddish browns will be 
among the popular colors for these.

T h e Comet as Seen from a Balloon.— 
M. de Fonvielle has described the appearance 
of the great comet as seen from a balloon 
on the occasion of his recent ascent at mid­ 
night. The brightness of the comet in­ 
creased as the balloon ascended, this increase 
of brilliancy being very marked. The tail 
appeared a little longer than when seen 
from the earth's surface, bnt most remark­ 
able was the manner in which it termi­ 
nated, for it was cut off straight, as if a 
line was drawn over it horrizontally with a 
ruler. The appearance of the tail was as 
if produced by myriads of large stones 
traveling in planetary space independently 
of the comet, and having no other connec­ 
tion with it than that of being temporarily 
lighted by the rays whioh its atmosphere 
had caused to deviate, more or less, from 
their natural course. This multitude of 
fragments of worlds would, therefore, pro- 
duoe the same effect as dust lighted by a 
ray of sunlight admitted into a dark room 
through a crevice. M. de Fonvielle ex­ 
pounds this theory at some length. He 
also insists upon the importance of balloon­ 
ing in astronomical investigations.
